It took up forty-eight hours to make 
these twelve miles owing to £>ur dis; ibled 
men, and these two huts seern'ed to iae a 
good place to sleep. Last night we shot two 
reindeer which gives us an abundance of 
food for the present, and we have seen so 
many more'that anxiety for 4he fntu:e is 
reheyed. As soon as our three sigk men can 
walk we shall resume our march for a s< ittle- 
ment on the Lena river.1

Gavfleld and JUosecranz.

During the canvass in California, General 


Garfield being the republican candidate for 
the presidency, and Gen Roseacranz being 
the democratic candidate for congress, the 
latter admitted their confidential relations 
during the war, but was very severe in his 
denunciations of his old chief of staff in later 
years, saying substantially that many a man 
who was loyal and brave in the field had 
since done things that qualified him for the 
penitentiary. In this campaign the cele- 
brated Morey letter was effectually used by 
Gen. Rosencraz, who was enabled by it to 
defeat his opponent, Horace Bavis. When 
Gen. Garfieid came here after his election
